the construction of a Lincoln highw ay 
between Washington and G ettysburg

what artists are employed u|>ou them. 
in another generation a new school of 
artists w ill come along and say they 
are not true art and should 
be torn 
down.

money is to lie eifa n d ed for a m em or­ 
ial to Abraham Lincoln, it strike* me 
that it is 
w holly inconsistent w ith 
his character that it should savor of

Cruiser Niobe Was Fast on 
the Rocks. 


SHIP'S BOATS ARE ADRIFT; 


Men W ere Caught In Strong Current 


and 
Carried 
Away 
From 
Vessel, i 


Launches Hunting Them . 


Halifax, N. S.. July 3 1 — H er males 
ty's Canadian ship Niobe is holding on 
by two anchors in thirty fathom s ol 
w aler ju st outside of lite southwest 
ledges of Cape 
Sable, atter having 
struck on the ledges there, piercing 
her starboard engineroom and suffer 
itig injuries to the afterpart of tin 
ship, C aptain MacDonald finding him 
self able to keep the water clear with 
his pumps. 
At the moment the cruiser struck 
the wireless operator began sending 
out Ills calls over the seas, and when 
(lie answ ers cann* back quick and fast 
front land stations and ships the oper­ 
ator continued to stick to his post and 
give out such limited definite inform a­ 
tion as the officials would permit to be 
made public. 
Owing to the custom ary naval re 
strictioDs very little could he learned 
from the operator by the land sta­ 
tions. T h e latest weird from the cruiser 
was to the effect that tin* w eather was 
extrem ely thick and foggy, while the 
sea v as fairly smooth. 
The ship's boats were launched im­ 
mediately aller the vessel struck. The 
wireless men believe this was done 
in order that 
so m e of the engineers 
could ascertain from the outside, lf 
possible, the extent of the injuries to 
the Niobe 
T h e y were caught in the 
unusually strong 
tide which 
races 
along the coast and were driven away 
from the ship. 
The cruiser was proceeding from 
Yarm outh, N. S., to Halifax There is 
a high southw est wind blowing off the 
coast in the vicinity of Halifax. 
Around Cape gillie 
several 
small 
boats were sent out to search for the 
drifting boats of the cruiser carrying 
the sixteen men who mysteriously got 
caught 
In the tide and were tieing 
driven, it is believed, up the southeast 
coast of Nova S< otia The men along 
shore and in the boats were supplied 
with signal lights and will burn them 
through the night In the hope of at 
tr a c in g the attention of the Niobe's 
men, and at least giving encourage­ 
ment that help is at hand, lf those in 
the ship boats are not able to guide 
them selves. The cruiser also sent out 
powerful launches in the hope of pick­ 
ing up the men. 
T he transatlantic liner Caronla was 
in com m unication with the Niobe. At 
first it was thought the (’atonia would 
go to the assistance of the stranded 
vessel, but it was found she was too 
far out at sea, and she continued on 
her way. 
Tl.e first boat which will probably 
reach the* Niobe will come as the re 
stilt of the efforts of the men at the 
wireless station at Cai** Sable 
Upon receiving the call for help the 
wireless men at once dispatched a mo­ 
torboat to Staten Cove, a short dis

wa* a fulfillment of P rem ier Laurier * 
ultim atum delivered to the opposition 
forces that continued resistance to a 
vote would he met by an appeal to the 
country. 
The present Liberal governm ent has 
a 
large m ajority iii parliament, hut 
the absence ol a c loture rule has made 
i» impossible 
to 
secure a vote by 
which this m ajority could adopt the 
t** iprocltjf measure. 
In lice event ol the success of the 
Liberal party at the pulls in S eptem ­ 
ber the new parliam ent will at once 
pass the reciprocity measure, whereas 
a deteat ol Hie L iheials will mean the 
passing of P rem ier Laurier aiel the 
perm anent shelving of reciprocity he 
twee n the United S tates and Canada. 
I b is is the first tim e a session cd 
the 
Dominion 
parliam ent has been 
closed without the appearance of the 
governor general in military state at 
the senate cham ber to give formal pro 
rogation. As the senate was not due 
to leassetnhle until Aug 
and as pro 
rogation could not take place without 
both houses lw*ing present, dissolution 
was resorted to. 
It is generally agreed that the cam 
paign before the country will be hitter, 
with reciprocity as the sole issue, a1 
though the C onservatives in Quebec 
m a\ seek to inject the naval issue Into 
the contest. The an tian n ex atio n cry 
already has been raised by the Con­ 
servatives in all parts of the country. 
Sir Wilfred L aurier and his minis 
tern will take the stum p and conduct 
platform cam paigns in all provinces.

St. Petersburg, July 31.—The state­ 
m ents of Rev. I>r. Russell IP Con well, 
of Philadelphia, and Rev. F, IL Merer, 
of London, on behalf of the Baptist 
body, that they intend to visit St. Pe 
tersburg and appeal to the czar to 
sanction the establishm ent here or in 
Moscow of an international sem inary 
foi the training of Baptist preachers, 
has evoked a form idable rebuff from 
the Holy Synod. 
Not only will the czar not re c e iv e 
Diem, hut not an inch of ground will 
he given for the seminary. The Holy 
Synod explains that 
all conc ession-t 
made to others would he granted to 
Baptists lf the m inistry of the interior 
removed them from the lists of politi­

regarded by the orthodox 
church as forming a religion at all.
